the end of the 1942-43 school year 
or until July 1, 1943, whichever is 
sooner. 
3. T h a t the draft quota system be 
revised so th at in no state will men 
with dependents be called until that 
state has exhausted its pool of single 
men. 
4 T h a t under-age youths who e n ­ 
list 
by m isrepresenting 
th eir age 
may not be discharged even if p a r­ 
ents protest later. 
A fifth provision allows the arm y 
to reject an ex-convict, only if he 
were convicted of at least a felony. 
The senate is slated to act on the 
legislation next week.
